the period from 1792 to 1815. 


I am trying to get such a set together 
and have them for years VIII, XI, XII, XIII, but do not 
seem to see them for any of the other years, either list- 
ed or offered for sale. Perhaps you can give me some in- 
formation on this as a member.

Dear Mr. Hinkle: 


In answering your que tion, I might as well give you all of 
the information we have concerning the dating of the coins beginning 
with the French Revolution. 


Six Livre pieces of Louis IVI, with his head, and bearing 
the angel type reverse come in the 4th and 5th year of Liberty, 
or 1992 and 1793. Stmilar size pieces come also of the year 3, 
Then they started a new era, and we find six livre pieces without 
the head of Louis of the angel in tablet type, dated Year 2. There 
were no coins cated Year 3. 


Then the 5 frances of the Hercules type came dated Year 4, 6, 
7, 8, 9, 10, 11. This Revolutionary year began September 22nd. 
Therefore a coin of the llth year was issued between Sept. 22, 1602 
and Sept. 21, 1803. There were no silver coins struck in the year 5, 
All the coins bearing the head of Napoleon % get them in gold and silver 
of all denominations bearing the years.11, 12, 135 and 14. atime’: 
there were two types of the year Li. 


I think this answers all of your questions.

Dear Mr. Hinkle: 


I am herewith trying to clear up the po.nts I did not 
touch on or which you did not understand. 


We put the beginnings of the French evolution in 1789. 
The pieces for that year and 1790 were just the game as those 
struck previously. This includes the two gold pieces, the 
Several silver pieces and the three copper pieces. For 1791 the 
two gold pieces and the three copper pieces were the old type. 
With the silver, only the 6 and the 4 livres were of the old type, 
the 50 and the 15 sols were the new type, that is including the 
Becond date, "Year 3" plus the bronze or bell metal pieces. 
In 6 livre pieces dated 1791 with the Republican Era as well were 
simply pattern pieces,.46 which about a dozen different designs 
were made. Therefore the beginnings of the Republican coinage 
started in .791 and were wholly of the Republican type in 1792. 


The Repliplican Era came to an end Dec. 31, 1805. Conse- 
quently the pieces dated "Year 14 were made the last few months of 
that year only. Consequently, the coinage made after Jan. 1, 1806, 
bore the date 1806 or subsequent years. ~
